mass decreases. Tornadoes are only incidents of spring cy 
clones aud nearly always occur in the southeast quadrants of 
eyclones and within regions three hundred to five hundred 
miles southeast from the centre. They are storms of ouly 
about one hundred to one thousand feet in diameter. 

It is difficult for one to get a clear idea of the difference 
between the rate with which a storm is translated from one 
place to another and the velocity with which it whics about 
its own centre. If one will picture in his mind the solar sys- 
tem, with all of its planets and their satellites regularly per- 
forming their respective orbits, and turning about their own 
axes, as moving through space without change in the relation 
of satellite to planet and planet to the sun, they may be in 
condition to comprehend the various phases of the translation 
of a cyclonic system, and the sequence in which the force and 
direction of the wind will change; how the wind, no matter 
what may be the direction in which the storm is moving, must 
blow into the front of the storm in a direction contrary to the 
movement of the storm centre and into the rear of the storm 
as it recedes from the observer; how the wind increases in 
velocity as it gyrates about the centre and approaches nearer 
and nearer the region where it must ascend; how centrifugal 
force, in throwing the high layers of air away from the centre 
tends to build up a mdge of high pressure about the outer 
periphery of the whirl that forces the surface air to flow 
inward while the upper currents are moving outward, This 
whole complex sysiem of motion moves forward the same as 
our solar system does, 

Just as the current of water flowing down an inclined plane 
increases its velocity in accordance with the inclination of 
the surface and the roughness of the region over which it 
flows, so does the velocity of the wind, as it moves inward 
toward the centre of the whirling storm, depend upon both 
the topography of the region and the difference between the 
pressure of the air at the centre and at the outer rim of 
the storm eddy. The lower the barometer at the centre the 
greater the gyrating velocity and the more destructive the 
storm. 


THE STORM THAT DESTROYED GALVESTON 

The storm that destroyed Gulveston moved across the 
Caribbean Sea at the rate of only eight or ten miles an hour. 
It slight!y increased its rate as it progressed northward, aud 
between Florida and the Texas coast it moved at the rate of 
only ten or fifteen miles per hour, Do not confound the rate 
of movement with the velocity of rotation. It is the latter 
motion that causes all the destruction. The velocity of rota 
tion was so great and the speed of translation so slow that im- 
mense waves were propagated outward from the centre of the 
storm faster than the sterm itself was travelling. These waves, 
or swells, reached the Texas coast early Friday evening, about 
sixteen hours before the storm itself reached Galveston. As 
the storm moved northward through Texas, Kansas, Nebraska 
and Lowa, its velocity of translation increased to about sixty 
miles per hour when it crossed the Lake region, which was 
almost equal to ils velocity of rotation. There were wind 
velocities of over seventy miles per hour at several Lake 
stations. 

It is proper to say liere that in the Lake region, as well as 
in the Gulf of Mexico, the warnings of the government weather 
service were so thoroughly distributed in advance of the storm 
that there was no disaster upon the open waters. It is a re- 
matkable testimonial to the foresight of the present Secretary 
of Agriculture, Hovorable James Wilson, that the meteoro- 
logical service inaugurated by him during the Spanish- 
American war as a protection to the American tleet was, by 
the last Congress, permanently adopted as a part of our 
National Weather Bateau, on account. of its beneficent appli 
cation to the peaceful ways of trade and commerce. Without 
the reporting stations of the new service the Weather Bureau 
would have been unable to detect the inception of the Galves-

A HERO OF THE WEATHER BUREAU 


The press despatches state that Dr. Isaac M. Cline, the chief

officer of the Weather Bureau in Texas, was one of the heroic 
spirits of that awful hour; that under instructions from Wash 
ington he hoisted the danger signals on Friday, and that in 
addition to warning the people by telegraph and telephone, 
he went personally among those on the beach on Saturday 
morning, and long before the waters rolled over th 
driving the people from their houses to higher ground in the 
centre of the place; that when the last means of communica- 
tion with the outer world had failed, instead of following the 
advice of friends and going to the relief of his own family, he 
braved the wind and raging waters and reached a c¢ 
phone station at the end of a bridge just before the cable parted. 
He succeeded in sending out from the doomed city the last mes 
sage that was transmitted for several days. In this message 
he indicated the great need for relief; that the cit

devotion to the welfare of others is seldom equalled on the 
battlefield. 

The disaster to Galveston prompts the inquiry as to whether 
or not the city is again liable to such a visitation. Between 
July and October, inclusive, there are annually about ten 
tropical storms that touch some portion of our Atlantic or 
Gulf coasts. On an average, less than one per annum is 
severely destructive. Most of them are of such a nature that 
if wmely warnings be issued little damage results. As to the 
frequency with which these storms visit the Gulf, it may be 
said that a list of storms carefully prepared by the late Dr. 
Increase A. Lapham of Wisconsin, and used by him as one 
of the arguments for the inauguration of a government storm 
warning service more than thirty years ago, shows that from 
1800 to 1870 ten hurricanes reached some portion of the Gulf 
coast with an intensity so marked as to leave authentic records 
in the local annals of the region. This is an average of one in 
seven years. Since the organization of the National Weather 
Service in 1870 the average of one severe storm in this region 
in seven years has been maintained; but no other storm has 
left sucl. an appalling record as the one of September 8, and it 
is not probable that we will again see its counterpart on the 
Texas coast in many centuries, 


GREAT DISASTERS OF THE PAST 

The tracks of West Indian hurricanes nearly always form a 
parabola, with the recurve between latitudes 26 and 30, and 
generally east of the Gulf. But there are exceptions to this 
rule, and occasionally tropical storms do not cecurve until 
they reach the west Gulf coast, wher they move northward 
and eastward through the interior of our country. In 1893 
great loss of life was caused in the sea islauds off the coast of 
South Carolina by the approach of a hurricai ; «at, instead of 
recurving and passing to the northeast, moved inland to Lake 
Erie and then passed down the St. Lawrence Valley. This 
storm was very destructive to marine property on the Lakes. 
Again, in the same year, a storm passed into the Gulf and 
entered our States at the mouth of the Mississippi River, 
drowning over two thousand people on the low-lying islands 
of Louisiana. ain, on September 29, 1896, a tropical 
hurricane passed northward with the centre of its vortical 
eddy west of Washington. It will be remembered that cver 
five thousand trees were felled in the District of Columbia by 
this storm, and much damage resulted to buildings. 

I have been frequently asked: What are the possibilities of 
our Atlantic coast resoris being submerged? In answer to 
this I will say that it is more than a possibility that great 
disaster may come to populous centres located directly on the 
Atlantic coast that are uppretected by breakwaters and that 
have flimsy building foundations placed almost at sea-level. 
To be sure, it would be necessary for a West Indian hurricane, 
with a barometer reading over one inch below the average at 
the centre of gyration, to deflect a little from its average track, 
which is usually offshore, and pass inland directly over one of 
these cities, or else to move up from the south with the centre 
of the insucking eddy about fifty miles inland, in order to raise 
the water to a dangerous height at any place. In this con- 
nection the fact should not be lost sight of that in Galveston 
there was probably little loss of life in strongly constructed 
buildings with heavy foundations. I am of the opinion that 
every popular summer resort of the Atlantic coast would be 
amply protected from possibility of material loss of life if 
proper regulations were made requiring stability in the con- 
struction of foundations to a height of ten feet above sea-level. 
I am further of the opinion that the possibility of the loss of 
life is sufficient to justify the enforcing of rigid regulations in 
the construction of places of habitation. 

It is a singular meteorological coincidence that the West 
Indies bear the same storm relation to the United States that

lost in a bore, or in the Ganges delta, in 1876 
persons were swept out to sea, can more awful disasters be 
found within the last century. Beyond this period, the cata- 
clysms that challenge comparison with the Gulf storm that 
destroyed Galveston are the destruction of Lisbon by an earth- 
quake in 1755, and of Pompeii by a volcanic eruption in 79.

Nature lias always enacted its greatest tragedies on the sea 
shore. Now and then, in the centuries, a Palmyra is buried 
beneath the desert sands, or a Rome or a Chicago is swept by 
tire; but the ocean, sometimes aided by the shock of earth- 
quake, has been Nature’s chosen instrument of destruction. 
he story has been the same, with slight variations, in Japan, 
in Java, in India, in China, and in the New World. 

Galveston had been sufficiently warned; but humanity sel 
dom accepts the hard lessons of experience. In 1857 the 
entire island was flooded, and the waters of Galveston Bay 
and the Gulf of Mexico met over it so that it completely disap 
peared from view; but the town was then a small one, so that 
the loss of life was inconsiderable. In the storm of October 3, 
1867, Galveston again went under water, the Gulf pouring 
over it, so that Mechanic Street, the principal 
thoroughfare, was six feet deep—and it was then on the 
edge of the storm and did not catch its full force. Again, in 
1871, it was twice beveath the waters, first in June, and again 
in September, one flood coming from the Gulf, the other when 
the water was piled up in the Bay until it swept through the 
principal streets back to the Gulf of Mexico, In October, 
1873, in September, 1875, and in December, 1877, the town 
was again tlooded. Its exposed situation was so well recog 
nized that its ultimate destruction was often predicted, and its 
escapes had come to be considered as little less than miracu-

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WHAT OUR CORRESPONDENT SAW 


Yet, as with all great catastrophes, the storm of Saturday, 
September 8, came as a benumbing and stupefying surprise. 

Karly in the day it was known that a severe storm was 
brewing. It seemed to be gathering up its forces for a last 
desperate assault on the coast, It had swept over New 
Orleans in a terrific gale, and was increasiag in fury as it 
passed with tornado rapidity down the Texas littoral.
